guthoritivs of Oamflen are at last making
atrepnous exertions to enforce obedionce to the
laws, more especially to those which arce in-
tended to *ecure guiet on the Sabbath. For this
they deserve all prase, aud it & only to be
regretied that they did oot commenee their
so1lous operations at an earller period,  For be
it known that rowdyism for a long time was
rampant in Camden. This wis particularly the
cnge of Sundays, when Philadelphia was acous-
tomed (o pour forth upon the devoted ghores of
Jersey the most disorderly element of Lts popu-
Intion,

1he police foree of Camden has been, and still
1, entirely too swall 1o cope with thas rowdy
element. They were not too few in numbers,
howevey, to strike suceesstully at the root of
the evil, and this they bhave done by enloreing
the Inw woich prohibits the sale of sprituous
liguors on Sunday. The good waork commenced
a couple of momhbe ngo, and the good resulis
which Linve lollowed nre mainly due to the zeal
and sctivity ot Justices Cochran and Caseiday.
At the present Ume, we believe, there is not a
single saloon in the elty to whieh access can be
had on the Subbath. Since this has been the
case, the rowdy element of Philudelphin has
found Camden 4 very dnll town on Bunday, and
50 they have diecontinued their visits [or the
most part,

But Camden hus a rowdy element of its own,
which i= ¢till disposed to muke tronble. Flve
gentlemen belonging to this free-and-easy fra-
ternity yesterday afternoon swarted oot in search
of udventnre, Bewween 4 und 6 o'clock they
arrived ot & saloon on Market street, below
Second, kept by Jacob Horvef. Admittance was
demanded and refused. Whereupon the five
bold bos = commenced su assanit upon the door,
which they earried vi ¢f armis, On éffecting an
entrance within the epiritual precincts. they
resolved to vent their wrath upon the pro-
prietor tor his baving kept them out in the
cold so lone.

As Lhey were thus amusing themselves, Mayor
Budd reached the seene of the conflict, the noise
of which had atrracted Li= attention while seated
in his purlor, a few duors distant, The Mayor,
with no gentle grip, laid hig hands upon the
most demonsteative of the flve. This was re-
gented by the lutier In an attempt to knock the
Mayor down; but his Honor warded oll the
blow, sud by a disoreet r-}k;mmh-r stretehed his
assailant upon the Noor, The discomfited gen-
tleman gutbered up his prosirate form and be-

Having secured his prisoners, Mayor Budd
telt for %is wacch to sscertain the time, but
found only the dangling remnant of the chain.
